POPULATION 


More important than any physical or material resource are the people of 

a state. This truth applies with full force to Utah. Drawn from the hardiest 
states of America and Europe, the population of Utah possesses unusual 
physical, intellectual, and moral vigor. In 1847, when the pioneers reached 
Salt Lake Valley, this whole western region was unpeopled save by Indians and 
a few trappers. Today 
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Numerical trend. One of the most important factors in the life of a com- 
monwealth is that of change in the size of the population. Usually an increasing 
population is characterized by a hopeful, optimistic outlook, while a decreasing 
population is likely to be considered fatalistic. Utah’s population has shown a 
healthy and encouraging increase from the beginning. The census of 1850, 
three years after the arrival of the pioneers, showed 11,380 people, most of the 
increase being the result of immigration. o. 

During the decade 1850 to 1860 the population increased nearly four 
times or to a total of 40,273. It more than doubled again by 1870, aggregating 


in that year 86,786. 
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From 1847 until 1870 the yearly increase was nearly 4,000—mostly the 
result of immigration. For the ten-year period after 1870, the increase per 
year was 6,000, making a total of 143,963, a gain of 60,000 in the decade. 
From 1880 to 1890, the yearly increase was 6,500, and from 1890 to 1900
